Congressman Martin declared he is genuinely concerned 
about the type of people who are involved in and heading the so-called 
civil rights movement. He said, however, he does not intend to make 
rash statements or charges which he cannot support with fact. He then 
commented that he has in his files information regarding immorality on 

)the part of civil rights demonstrators. He stated on the day he called 
on the President at the White House there was a demonstration in 
progress wherein "beatniks" had been sleeping and sitting on the sidewalks 
in front of the White House for some time. As he left the White House he 
asked one of the guards present if there had been any immoral activities 

Ion the part of the demonstrators since he noted males and females were 
using the same blankets. He said the guard told him there certainly had 
been. ' 

Congressman Martin said he wrote the chief of police 
I askii^ about this and a month later received copies of numerous affidavits 
executed by all the police officers on duty around the White House during 
the demonstration. He said the gist of these affidavits was that numerous 
officers observed movement under the blankets but took no action since- fiiey 
were imder instructions not to bother the demonstrators unless they started 
trouble. 

Congressman Martin said he considers what obviously 
took place at the White House an utter disgrace.

The "Boston Globo", a daily newspaper published at Boston, 
I^ssachusetts, in its issue of March 19, 1965* contained an 
article entitled, "Nen-Violent Tactics Taught in Roxbury". 
According to this article, since the previous Monday the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) had been 
given basic training in non-violent survival tactics at 
Rexbury (Boston) to 250 parsons \itio plan te take part in the 
Selna-to-Montgonery, Alabama aarch. The article mentioned that 
Dr. Martin Luther King, leader ef the SCLC, had called 
Rev. Virgil JWood, President ef the Massachusetts Unit of the 
SCLC, and asked that training be given to all persons going 
te Alabama. Since then, at the Blue Hill Christian Center at 
268 Blue Hill Avenue, Rexbury, training had been given. According 
to the article, instructors in connection with this training 
included James Reed, a community worker with the center, vtio 
had also been to selua. ^e article further mentioned that 
James Reed gave some pointers en how to react to tear gas. 

The "Record American", a daily newspaper published at Bost«3, 
in its issue ot March 22, 1965, identified a group of Massa- 
chusetts residents \&io had been in Selma, Alabama during the 
previous week and were believed to have been among these \iiO 
had been on the March te Montgomery.

OBSERVATIONS : 

The details of the book do not support the strong 
conclusions reached by the author. We have had available 
to us all the material which Stang has plus considerable 
additional data from our Investigations and ve could not 
arrive at such conclusions. The Impression is received that 
Stang may have well started with his conclusions and then 
developed the information and manner of presentation which 
be hoped would prove bis point. This work must be viewed 
In the light of the author's apparent close connections with 
Robert Welch and tie John Birch Society.

RecordB of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgl4, 
show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. So Klans, Knights 
of tne Ku Klux Klan, inCc According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute, and United Klems has the 
same aims emd objectives as the parent group. These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and segregation of 
the races. 

The first source and second source advised in July, 
1961, that united Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The merged organization e6t2U3lished headquarters in Suite 401, 
The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama^ The organization 
is directed by ROBERT SHELT(^, imperial Wizard, and is the 
dominant Klan group in the South with unite in several southern 
states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Kleu^s, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the 
future as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan. The second source said the name was changed by a resolution 
adopted at the National Klonvocation held July 8, 1961, at 
Indian Springs, Georgia <> 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Frattville, 
Alabama, on October 22,, 1961, a majority of the Klaverns of 
the U. S. Klems, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

A source advised that on May 22, 1960, the 

National Grand Council of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
met at Atlanta, Georgia, to discuss consolidation of the 
Klan's unity of effort and activities to establish a 
National Fund, and a National Secretary, and to design a 
new flag. The meeting was attended by representatives of 
the Federation of Ku Kiux Klan, Alabama; Association of 
Arkansas Kl^ns, Arkansas; Florida Knights of the Ku Klux 
Kljn, Florida; Southern Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida 
Association of Georgia Klans, Georgia; Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; Association of South Cirolina 
Klans, South Carolina; Dixie Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Tennessee; and Hyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation 
meeting at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5,1960, at which 
the North Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, 
it was resolved and passed that their name be changed to 
Njtional Ku Klux Klan 

A second source advised In March, 1964, that 
several meetings of Klan groups were held during the period 
1960 to 1963 in an effort to unite the Klan groups under 
a single leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in 
DelCalb County, Georgia, Noveinber 1, 1963, under the name 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, 
secret, social, and benevolent order." 

A third source advised in December, 1963, that 
the organization had issued a statement of its program which 
indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, ant i- Jewish, 
anti-Catholic, and anti- foreign born. 

The third source advised in August, 196A, that the 
organization has a headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and 
the day-to-day operations are under the direction of James R 
Venable, Chairman.

The purpc£;e ol the corporation is to operate as 3 
realm organizjtion v;ithin the State of Ohio and in accordance 
with the Constitijf: j cn :;nd Isvrs of the National Knights of the 
Ku Kiux Klan, Inc , Atl^nt^, Georgia. Second, to promote 
patriotism towjrd the civil government, honorable pejce among 
men and nations, love jmong ourselves, liberty, justice and 
patriotic association for the wutua] benefit of all mankind. 

The incorporation papers were signed by Flynn R. 
Hjrvey, Grand Drason. Flynn R. Hirvey, 418 Josephine Drive, 

Columbus, Ohio; Villiitn K. Smith, 3^^82 Miple Grove Drive, 
Grove City, Ohio; and Bobby J Stephens, 2973 Reaver Avenue, 
Grove City, Ohio, are the corporation trustees. 

On October 23, 1964, Frederick W, Lenty, Corporation 
Counsel, State House, Secretary of State's Office, State of 
Ohio, advised that the Kjcional Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of Ohio, Inc.'s charter granted October 5, 1964, was revoked 
October 22, 1964, for the official reason that the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Kljn Organization was on the U, S. 
Attorney General's subversive list, Mr. Lenty said the 
actual purpose for revocation of the charter wjs not because 
the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan is on the U. S. 
Attorney General's subversive list, but because it was felt 
the existence of a state granted charter would encourage the 
Klan to make the claim It was "state sanctioned" and therefore 
entirely legitimate. 

In actuality the Ku Klux Klan and not the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan has been designated by the U. S. 
Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450.
